It  should  be  noted  that  although  the  birth  rate  is  8.8  compared  ■with 
16.4  for  inland  and  7/ales  generally,  this  is  the  crude  birth  rate,  i.e.  has 
not  been  adjusted  according  to  age  and  sex  distribution  of  population.  The 
fact  for  instance  that  about  2,000  populate  the  Calderstones  Mental  Hospital, 
and  are  included  in  the  population  of  the  Clitheroe  Rural  District,  makes  the 
birth  rate  appear  less  than  it  "virould  be  if  the  Clitheroe  Rural  District  ha.d  a 
more  normal  popiolation,  this  however  does  not  explain  the  fall  in  birth  rate 
in  this  area  from  10.7  in  1955  to  8.8  in  1958,  and  there  is  a fall  from  9-4 
per  1000  in  1957  to  8.8  per  1000  in  1958. 

The  post  war  peak  birth  rate  for  England  and  V/ales  was  20.5.  After  that 
there  -was  a graduc.!  decline,  but  the  Ministry  of  Health  state  that  a fairly 
stable  level  of  natability  has  now  been  reached  and  that  the  level  of  the  birth 
rate,  which  has  apparently  stabilised,  is  high  enough  for  the  replacement  of  the 
population  - that  is  when  the  children  nov7  being  bom  have  grown  up  they  v/ill 
constitute  the  same  number  of  adults  of  child  bearing  age  as  there  are  in  the 
population  at  the  present  time.

It  v/ill  be  seen  that,  comparing  the  figure  for  the  death  rate  of  9.9 
per  1000  with  the  birth  rate  of  8.8  per  1000,  there  is  an  excess  of  deaths 
over  births  of  1,1  per  1000.  Last  year,  excess  of  deaths  over  births  in  the 
district  'was  2,5  per  1000,  so  that  there  is  an  increase  this  year  of  1 per 
1000.  For  Englauid  and  Wales  generally  there  v/as,  as  usual,  an  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  the  figure  for  1958  being  4.7  per  1000. 

Roughly  speaJcLng  a child  bom  nov/  is  likely  to  live  15  years  longer  than 
a child  bom  in  I910.  Tliis  advance  woiild  seem  in  part  due  to  advance  in  public 
health  measures  and  partly  to  the  better  conditions  of  life  generally.

The  Infant  Mortality  ro.te  is  generally  regarded  as  a fairly  reliable 
index  as  to  the  health  of  the  people.  Our  average  figure  (1953  - 57)  of  20.8 
deaths  to  every  1,000  births  compares  with  the  average  of  24.8  for  England 
and  Wales  generally  but  vdien  v/e  remember  that  this  fig’ure  was  not  24.8  but 
55.3  iri  the  period  average  1936  - 40  v/e  see  there  have  been  great  advances 
in  the  care  of  infants  even  since  1936  - 40.  The  care  of  health  visitors, 
the  provision  of  cheap  milk  and  free  vitamins  and  immunisation  schemes 
doubtless  all  have  a part  to  play  in  this. 

In  1957  there  were  5 deatlis  in  the  district  of  infants  -under  one  year 
of  age.  In  1958  v/e  had  3 such  deaths,  but  one  of  these  was  under  one  month, 
due  to  prematurity. 

^'Ithough,  a.s  stated,  great  success  has  attended  the  campaign  to  reduce 
deaths  in  the  first  year  of  life,  nothing  like  this  success  has  attended  efforts 
to  redixje  the  death  rate  in  the  first  month  of  life  (Neo-Natal  Death  Rate) , 
and  the  Still  Birth  Rate.  Hov/ever  this  hard  core  is  being  tackled  with 
increasing  effort  and  there  is  seme  little  improvement  being  shown.

There  were  92  deaths  in  1958  compared  with  111  in  1957. 

In  1958,  18  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  cancer  in  its  various  forms, 
as  against  12  deaths  the  year  before  from  tlriat  affection. 

In  1958,  48  deaths  were  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart  a.nd  arteries 
in  its  various  forms  including  cerebro-vascular  accidents  (strokes).  The 
corresponding  figure  for  1957  was  49. 

Regarding  General  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales,  Sir  John  Charles, 

Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  his  /mnual  Report  for  195^, 
says  that  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  remained,  stationary'-  at 
11.7  per  1,000  for  some  time  now,  and  is  not  likely  to  alter  much. 

Ov/ing  to  better  economic  and.  housing  conditions,  advances  in  medical 
treatment,  and  increased  v/elfare  services,  people  are  living  longer. 

The  greatest  toll  of  life  is  nOT/  taken  by  the  degenerative  diseases,  as 
?/ould  be  expected  in  a nation  where  the  expectation  of  life  ac  birth  is  now 
75  years  for  females,  and  67  years  for  males  - s-s  contrasted  with  40  for  males, 
and  42  for  females  in  1850. 

It  is  noviT  stressed  that  people  are  not  only  living  longer,  but  are  fit 
to  \7ork  longer,  and  work  makes  for  longer  living,  and  increased  happiness. 

Sir  John  Charles  continues  in  his  report  - "The  majority  of  elderly  persons 
can  earn  their  livelihood,  until  they  acre  -v/ell  over  65,  and  a good  proportion 
of  those  over  70  are  still  capable  of  useful  y/ork"  . 

He  adds,  also,  tha.t  it  is  a recognised  fact  that  unless  people  becone  so 
frail  or  senile  as  to  need  the  type  of  care  v/hich  only  an  institution  can 
provide,  they  do  best  a.t  home.

G-eneral  Kosp'^.ta-1  Ser'vi'ices  are  piovided  hy  the  Regional  Hospital  Bo£\rd  in 
Blact-liom.,  -dcriiif^von,  Preston  -".nd  Burnley.,  There  is  also  access,  where 
required,  to  Manchester,  Liverj-ool  and  other.  Hospitals . 

Frovrsion  i,s  made  for  Maternity  Cases  ab  Bramley  Meade,  vlElley,  Qrieen’s 
Pari:  Iiosp.'.r;  1,  Bla.okburn,  nl.  Preston  Royal  Infiimary.  Should  it  he  more 
converdent,  rural  district  patients  are  at  liberty  to  attend  the  Child  vvelfare 
Clinic  at  Clitheroe  a.nd  the  clans  for  Relaxation  and  Exercises  for  Expectant 
Hotlieis  both  hole  weekly,  also  the  monthly  Ante-Natal  Clinic.  All  these  clinics 
were  transferred  to  Ea.stham  House,  Eshton  Terrace,  Clithexoe  in  1955?  drl  in 
1530  those  Rural  Distzi.ct  patients  uho  attend  the  Glithearje  Clrrdc  e.xpressed 
appreciation  of  the  transfer  to  the  new  premises  which  has  obviated  the  need 
to  climb  the  hdll  and  push  the  pram  to  the  former  premises  at  Clitheroe  Castle. 
ChatbuiVi  and  district  patients  ar--..  catered  fc^r  at  Clmitbu.-n  Iirfcitute  on  the 
2nd  end  dth  Thursdays  earh  month,  lihalley  and  district  at  the  Methodist  School 
on  Monday  rdternoonn,  Chd-pping  anh  district  at  the  Village  Ilrll  on  the  2nd  and 
dth  Thursdays  1 each  month. 

There  is  an  iinte-latel  Clinic  at  Brand. ey  Meade  Maternity  Hospital,  Vdialley. 
Tils  is  conducted  by  a Consulting  Obstetrician  f2X)in  the  Bla.ckbum  Group  of 
Hospitc.ls  and  is  held  tvvice  a month.  There  is  also  an  jinte-Natal  clinic  at 
Sharoe  Gi’sen  Hosuital, 

P.v.rk  Lee  Hospital,  Blackhum  is  available  for  Infectious  Pdseasos  cases. 

The  itnbulance  Service  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire  Coianty  Council. 

La.bomtoir,'-  facilit.ies  are  availsHe  at  the  Blsnkbum  ;-nd  East  Lancashire 
Roy.-l  Tnf irruary  sjid  zhe  Public  Health  Laborator^A  Service  at  Preston.  These 
laboratory  facilities  are  also  used  by  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  anea. 

The  doctors  of  the  district  appreciate  the  fact  ths-t  the  authorities  of  the 
Blackburn,  Accrington  2nd  Burnley  hospitals  have  granted  them  open  and  direct 
access  to  the  X-ray  departments  of  their  hospitals. 

There  is  a Pathological  Clinic  at  Clitheroe  Hospital  as  a sub-laboratory 
of  Blackburn  Royal  InfinTia.ry,  This  is  conducted  by  Dr,  Spinlx  and  his  colle2.gue 
Pathologists  to  the  Blackburn  Group  of  Hospitals.  Bacteriological,  Pathological, 
Chemical  and  Blood  exEminalions  are  undertaken  and  local  doctors  are  a.t  liberty 
to  refer  Rural  District  Patients  there  for  any  necessary  tests  thus  saving 
reference  to  more  distant  hospital  centres.  The  extensive  service  now  provided 
is  much  appreciated.  The  pathologists  attend  every  Wednesday  morning  at  9 a.m. 
and  if  the  patients  are  unfit  to  attend  at  the  laboratory,  the  pathologist  visits 
them  at  their  ovm  home  on  request  from,  their  doctor. 

Ph^’^siotherapy  Centr^e^  Clitheroe.  This  centre  was  opened  in  March,  1954 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Clitheroe  Nursing  Association  with 
considerable  support  from  the  Trustees  of  the  v7halley  and  District  Nursing 
^association  and  the  Ribblesdale  District  Nursing  Association,  It  is  available 
to  ary  patients  in  the  Rural  District  requiring  treatment.  It  is  not  a part  of 
the  Natiorm-l  Health  Service  and  so  a small  charge  has  to  be  made  for  treatment. 
The  centre  is  in  charge  of  a Trained  Physiotheropist  and  Assistant  and  provides 
for  the  usual  treatoents  - massage,  remedial  exercises,  diothemy,  infra-red 
and  sun- ray  &c.  Cases  are  referred  by  their  ovm  doctor  and  again  it  is  helpful 
that  patients  need  not  travel  to  distant  hospital  centres  for  treatment  and  that 
doctors  cam  provide  continuity  of  trea.tment,  and  they  appreciate  open  access  to 
a centre  providing  this  tjye  of  treatment. 

A dorrdciliary  physiotherapy  service  vrould  be  of  benefit  for  bed-fast  and 
housebound  patients  in  this  scattered  area,  but  shortage  of  staff  and  money 
appears  to  exclude  such  a development  at  present. 

An  Old  People’s  Club  was  opened  in  Lov/ergate,  Clitheroe  in  October,  1954 
and  a few  old  people  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  district  malce  use  of  this 
social  centre.

Of  the  above  cases,  the  follavving  notifications  v/ere  in  respect  of  inmates 
of  Gaidars tones  Institution. 

Pneumonia  - 3 . Erysipelas  - 1 . 

The  case  of  Pueiperal  lyrexia  occurred  at  Bramlqy  Meade  Maternity  Home. 
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The  to-ivol  cc^es  notified  shows  a decrease  of  131  on  the  previous  year. 

There  v/'ere  increases  in  cases  of  polion^elitis,  namely  it-  cases  as  against,  none 
in  1957  nnd  uysentery  3 cases  as  against  none  in  1957*  There  were  decreases 
in  scarlet  fever,  namely  6 cases  as  against  8 in  1957,  measles  3©  as  aga^t 
1524.,  meningococcal  infection  none  as  against  1,  pnetimonia  3 as  against  Ip, 
erysipelas  1 as  agrdnst  3,  puerperal  pyrexia  1 as  against  4. 

For  the  tenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  reported, 
this  represents  a great  triumph  for  the  discoverers  of  immunisation. 

The  fever  hospitals  of  this  country  were  originally  built  large  enough 
to  accommodate  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria.  It  is  gratifying  that 
they  are  needed  less  and  less  in  this  connection  and  that  their  beds  are 
available  for  other  purposes. 

There  is  a tendency  for  parents  to  neglect  to  have  their  children 
ininunised  because  they  are  too  young  to  have  seen  diphtheria  and  its  ravages. 
But  if  people  go  slack  in  these  mtters  the  scourge  v/ill  return.  ^ The  price 
of  freedom  is  constant  vigilance.  Fortunately  the  parents  in  this  district 
are  very  co-operative  and  now  ininunisation  against  whooping  cough  is  so  often 
given  at  the  same  time,  and  often  against  tetanus  (lock-ja'v/)  as  well,  it  is 
likely  that  the  good  response  will  be  continued. 

The  four  cases  of  poliomyelitis  reported  occurred  in  one  village  over  a 
period  of  five  weeks,  and  as  a precaution  measure  schools  in  the  village  were 
closed  temporarily. 

Immxanisation  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  appropriate  groups  of 
children  by  the  County  Council  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  was 
a very  good  acceptarce  rate  by  parents.  This  was  in  part  due  I thi^  to  the 
severe  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  which  occurred  in  a neighboioring  district  in 
November  and  Deceiriber,  1956.  This  alerted  parents  to  the  danger  of  the  disease 
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The  following  table  gives  the  comparative  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  past  five  years.

These  figTures  show  increases  of  4 respiratory  and  one  non-respiratoiy. 

Of  the  2 pulmonary  cases,  1 was  from  a local  institution. 

All  the  cases  are  followed  up  by  the  local  chest  clinics  and  all  known 
close  contacts  traced  and  screened  and  appropriate  preventive  measures  taken. 

Regarding  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  (as  distinct  fron  notification 
of  new  cases  of  the  disease)  in  1958  there  was  1 death  from  non-re spiratory 
tuberculosis,  but  this  was  not  a notified  case. 
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The  following  table  gives  comparative  figures  of  death  rates  from 
Respirator}’-  TuberciiLosis  in  the  Rural  District,  the  Administrative  County 
of  Lancashire,  and  England  and  \;Tales  for  the  years  1953  - 1958.  As  will  be 
seen  from  the  table  our  average  figure  (death  rate  per  1000  population) 
for  the  last  five  years  is  0.21  compared  Y/ith  0.13  for  the  Administrative 
County  and  0.1 6 for  England  and  YiTales  generally.

A.  SAMTARI  CIRCUMSTMCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Y/ater  purchased  from  other  Authorities  and  moorland  springs  provide  the  b\iLk 
of  the  water  used  in  the  area  and  the  water  is  distributed  throughout  the  district 
in  mains  either  in  public  or  private  ovmership. 

Details  of  supplies  to  the  various  parishes  are  as  follows:- 


Aighton,  Bailey 


Coxincil’s  mains  supplying  water  obtained  in  bulk  from  Blackburn  Corpioration, 
treated  at  headworks  by  chlorination  and  addition  of  lime,  and  passed  through 
pressure  filters  at  point  of  take  off  from  Blackburn  Aqueduct.  The  supply  is 
rapidly  and  heavily  affected  by  rainfall  on  the  gathering  grounds  and  the 
qiiantity  of  sediment  was  often  siach  as  to  necessitate  almost  constant  attention 
to  the  pressure  filters. 


To  provide  a better  water  si5)ply  at  such  periods  and  to  reduce  the  load  on 
the  filters  a Closed  Pressure  Settling  Tank  was  installed  diiring  the  latter  part 
of  1957,  and  it  would  appear  to  have  at  least  partly  solved  a long  outstanding 
problem. 


Stonyhurst  College  provides  its  own  supply,  which  is  filtered  but  not 
chlorinated,  to  the  various  college  buildings  and  estate  farms  and  properties, 
YYoodfields  hamlet  is  also  supplied  from  the  College  reservoir. 

Supplies  to  numbers  of  properties  in  this  parish  are  also  made  available 
by  Preston  and  Blackburn  Corporations,  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society,  Ltd.,  and 
private  and  estate  supplies. 


Bowl  and-wi  t h-Leagram , 

Three  farms  take  a supply  from  the  Council  (obtained  in  bulk  from  the 
lyide  Water  Board)  and  three  houses  are  supplied  from  Saddle.  Three  farms 
take  a supply  from  Preston  Corporatioh  mains,  and  the  few  remaining  depend 
upon  individual  spring  supplies. 

Chatbum. 

Council  * s mains  supply  untreated  water  obtained  in  bulk  from  the  privately 
owned  srpply  of  Lord  Clitheroe.  The  source  of  the  supply  is  a number  of  springs 
on  Downham  Moor,  which  supply  various  farms  and  feed  via  a 4"  dia.  cast  iron 
main  into  a Service  Tank  of  12,000  gallons  capacity  at  a level  of  63O  feet  O.D, 

Prom  the  tank  a 6"  main  feeds  Downham  Village  reducing  after  the  village 
to  a V'  to  Chatbum,  the  supply  being  metered  near  the  Chatbum  boundary. 

3"  dia.  branch  mains  distribute  the  supply  v\rithin  the  Chatbum  Village. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  Chatbum  village  is  approximately  50,000 
gallons  per  day,  more  than  four  times  the  capacity  of  the  storage  tank. 

A.  scheme  sutmitted  ly  the  Council's  Consultant  Engineer  for  the  supply  of 
the  lower  half  of  Chatbum  from  a new  6”  pipe  to  connect  to  the  15"  main  of 
Clitheroe  Corporation  at  YYest  Bradford  was  deferred  by  the  Ministry  in  view  of 
the  proposed  amalgamation  A,Tith  lyide  Y/ater  Board. 

Chipping . 

Chipping  is  supplied  with  spring  water  from  land  in  the  ownership  of  the 
Earl  of  Derty,  and  collected  into  the  60,000  gallon  capacity  covered  reservoir 
at  Saddle.  On  leaving  the  reservoir  the  water  is  chlorinated,  and  the  new  and 
old  mains  feed  the  Chipping  and  Thomley  villages.  Mary  farms  and  outlying 
properties  have  now  been  connected  to  the  new  supply. 

Water  from  Saddle  Reservoir  is  pumped  ty  means  of  the  pmping  station  at 
Arbour  Lane  to  Woodstraw  Reservoir  which  feeds  the  Thomley  area,  A connection  is 
made  at  the  Arbour  Lane  pump  house  to  the  iyide  Water  Board's  main  to  enable  an 
emergency  supply  to  be  prmiped  up  to  Woodstraw  shoriLd  the  occasion  arise,

To  encourage  o^mers  in  the  Chipping  and  Thornley  areas  to  connect  to  the 
mains  supply,  the  Covincil  decided  to  make  free  connections  to  their  mains  and 
to  lay  the  coniminication  pipe  at  their  expense  until  July,  1958*  The  response 
has  been  very  encouraging,  thirty- three  properties  having  been  connected  during 
1957,  and  a fvirther  9 during  1958. 

Downham, 

Mains  supply  in  the  ownership  of  Lord  Clitheroe. 

Little  Mi t ton. 


No  centred  community  in  this  parish.  Properties  have  private  supplies  or 
obtain  supplies  from  Blackbium  and  Clitheroe  Corporation  mains. 


Scattered  properties  with  private  or  estate  spring  supplies. 
Pendleton. 


Pendleton  Village  is  supplied  from  an  \jntreated  private  supply  in  the 
ownership  of  the  Huntroyde  Estate.  Sections  of  the  village  experience  poor 
pressures  and  intermittent  supply  during  peak  draw  periods,  and  it  is  possible 
that  conditions  may  deteriorate  as  conversion  of  Pail  Closets  to  v/ater  Closets 
and  installation  of  baths  etc.  proceed. 

Y/ater  sanples  taken  of  this  private  supply  are  of  very  poor  quality.  On  the 
Estate’s  attention  being  called  to  this  pollution  seme  protection  works  were 
carried  out  on  the  gathering  grounds  but  these  works  have  not  been  completed  and 
the  supply  is  still  unsatisfactory. 

Standen  Hall  and  several  other  properties  are  supplied  from  the  private 
supply  of  the  Standen  Estate.  Samples  of  this  supply  are  not  very  satisfactory. 

The  Barraclough  area  of  Pendleton  along  the  main  Cli there e/Yi/halley  Road  is 
supplied  from  the  Council's  main  taking  water  from  'Alialley,  This  area  was  very 
difficult  to  keep  supplied  v/ith  a good  pressure  of  water  at  peak  periods.  In 
times  of  shortage  of  water  they  had  always  been  the  first  to  be  without  water  and 
to  receive  intermittent  supplies.  The  construction  of  the  new  reservoir  at  Wnslley 
has  remedied  the  shortage  in  this  area  and  they  have  now  a trouble  free  water 
supply. 

Thoml  ey-with-lheatl  ey . 

'v7ater  received  from  Chipping's  Saddle  Reservoir  is  pumped  up  by  means  of 
the  pimnping  station  at  ibrbour  Lane  to  V/oodstraw  covered  reservoir,  capacily 
150,000  gallons. 

The  Thornley  area  is  then  supplied  by  gravity  feed  from  this  high  level 
reservoir. 

A pumping  station  at  Birks  Brow,  Thornley  pumps  up  water  to  a water  tower, 
capacity  6,000  gallons,  to  supply  the  Hill  Top  area  of  Thornley. 

Twiston. 


Mains  sv5)ply  in  the  ownership  of  Lord  Clitheroe  with  some  outlying 
properties  depending  upon  individual  supplies. 

'Jhalley  and  Barrow. 

During  1957  the  construction  of  a 250,000  gallon  covered  reservoir, 
situated  between  the  existing  V/halley  and  V/i swell  reservoirs,  was  completed, 
and  the  temporary  connection  made  to  the  Haweswater  supply  in  1956,  was 
disconnected  and  laid  underground  to  the  new  reservoir.  Thus  ensuring  that 
aiter  mary  years  of  experiencing  an  unsatisfactory'-  water  supply  especially  during 
a dry  period,  vVhalley  and  Barrow  have  now  a plentyful  supply  of  good  water  from 
Haweswater. 

Wi swell. 

VViswell  village  has  a piped  supply  from  mains  and  a reservoir  holding  one 
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million  gallons,  in  the  Council's  ownership.  The  supply  is  subject  to  pressxire 
filtration. 

The  filters  are  25  years  old  and  some  attention  to  them  by  way  of  overhaul 
or  renewal  will  shortly  be  required.  This  also  applies  to  the  condition  of  the 
water  mains  which  have  been  laid  for  40  to  50  years,  the  bore  in  some  places  is 
greatly  reduced  by  encrustations. 

The  saiiples  taken  from  this  supply  are  not  very  good  and  the  chlorination 
of  the  supply  would  be  advantageous. 

Worston, 

Coxoncil's  mains  supply  water  obtained  from  Lord  Clitheroe, 

Conclusions , 


Owing  to  the  very  wet  summer,  no  doubt,  no  area  of  the  Council's  District 
experienced  a shortage  of  water  and  no  water  restrictions  were  imposed  during 
the  year. 

In  YViswell  coiT5)laints  were  received  of  lack  of  pressxore  at  peak  draw  periods, 
this  being  caused  by  the  mains  being  restricted  in  the  bore  of  the  pipes.  Some 
attention  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  si;53ply  for  Wiswell  village  to  maintain  a 
satisfactory  supply  both  for  quality  and  quantity. 

In  all  other  villages  where  the  Council  supply  the  water,  apart  from  few 
complaints  of  the  water  being  brovm  after  storms,  the  Council  can  justly  claim 
to  provide  a satisfactory,  pure,  and  plentyful  supply  for  their  District. 

The  village  of  Pendleton, which  is  supplied  by  private  estates,  should  be 
provided  with  a supply  which  is  under  the  Council’s  control,  and  in  view  of  the 
bad  sanples  obtained  the  possibility  of  this  being  mdertaken  should  be 
investigated  as  soon  as  possible.

SEiVERAOE.  DRAINAGE  & CLOSET  ACCQMMODATIQN . 

During  1958  work  continued  on  the  re-construction  and  modernisation  of 
the  Y/halley  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  This  work  entails  the  enlarging  and 
modernisation  of  the  existing  works  at  Whalley;  the  abandoning  of  the  Calderstones 
V/orks,  with  arrangements  for  treating  the  effluent  from  Calderstones  at  Vdmlley; 
the  connecting  of  the  Lamb  Roe  area  to  the  Vi/halley  Sewage  System;  and  the 
abandoning  of  the  Septic  Tank  for  Lamb  Roe  which  has  for  mary  years  been 
causing  a nuisance  and  pollution. 
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The  completion  of  these  v/orks  v’ill  resrit  in  the  Council  ivn^ing  in  post 
Wcir  years  completed,  with  the  exception  of  Worston,  a programme  to  he  quite 
uroud  of. 

They  have  provided  a new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  sewers  for  the  village 
of  Hurst  Green  and  Storyhurst;  a new  Sewage  Disposal  ?forks  and  Sewers  for  the 
village  of  Chipping;  provided  a new  sewerage  system  for  the  village  of  Downham, 
and  enlargement  of  the  works  at  Chathum  to  receive  the  extra  flow  from 
Downham;  and  a new  sewerage  system  for  the  village  of  Pendleton,  which  is 
connected  to  the  Clitheroe  Borough  Sewerage  Disposal  Y/orks, 

In  all  these  villages  with  the  exception  of  Pendleton  almost  all  the 
properties  within  a reasonable  distance  fran  the  sewer  have  converted  to  YY,C*s. 
The  response  in  the  village  of  Pendleton  has  been  disappointing. 

The  Coxmcil  pay  a grant  of  £15  or  50^,  whichever  be  the  less,  towards  the 
cost  of  conversion, 

Worston  is  now  the  ore  remaining  village  in  the  District  without  a main 
sewerage  system.  A scheme  was  prepared,  but  did  not  receive  Ministerial 
approval  owing  to  the  high  cost.  Owners  of  properties  not  within  a reasonable 
distance  of  the  sewer  are  encouraged  to  provide  septic  tank  accommodation  for 
the  reception  of  their  fo\jl  effluent.  The  Council's  grant  also  applies  to 
these  conversions.

CMFim-  SITES.  TENTS ^ VMS  SIIEDS„ 

Five  licences  were  renewed  and  four  new  ones  issued  during  the  year  for 
individual  caravans  for  occasional  and  week-end  dwellings.  There  are  quite  a 
number  of  hutments  in  the  area  which  are  not  licensed.  These  huts  have,  in 
most  cases,  been  in  the  area  for  20  years  or  more. 

The  district  is  well  used  by  occasional  week-end  campers,  but  no  complaints 
were  received  regarding  any  damage  or  nuisance  caused,  which  reflects  well  on 
the  caii5)ers'  behaviour. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


There  are  eight  works  chimneys  in  the  District. 

Since  consultation  took  place  with  a f im  in  Whalley  regarding  the 
emission  of  fumes  and  grit  from  a cupola  blast  furnace,  and  the  fitting  of 
a spark  and  grit  arrestor  together  with  the  disuse  of  oily  machine  scrap, 
no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Many  complaints  were  received,  particxlarly  during  the  early  part  of  the 
yean  from  residents  in  Chatbum  about  the  amount  of  dust  being  blown  over  their 
property  from  the  stone  crushing  works.  This  nuisance  has  existed  for  many 
years  and  despite  the  fixing  of  a battery  of  cyclone  dust  arrestors  sane  years 
ago  the  nuisance  still  exists. 

The  assistance  of  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector  was  requested  to  advise  on  the  best 
practical  means  possible  to  reduce  the  dust  and  a visit  to  the  works  with  the 
Inspector  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  resulted  in  the  Company  agreeing 
to  install  a wet  de-dusting  system  on  one  of  the  processing  plants  in  an 
endeavour  to  reduce  the  amoxmt  being  deposited  over  Chatbxim. 

This  wet  de-dusting  system  was  fixed  on  the  tarmacadam  processing  plant, 
where  the  worst  emission  of  dust  takes  place,  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It 
was  agreed  to  observe  the  efficiency  of  this  plant  over  a period  of  6 months, 
and  if  this  type  of  dust  arrestor  proves  satisfactory  the  Company  agreed  to 
extend  the  plant  to  the  remainder  of  the  works.  The  early  months  of  the  year 
will  prove  to  be  the  testing  time,  but  early  observations,  despite  mai^y 
setbacks  to  the  plants,  show  an  improvement. 

It  can  only  be  hoped  that  this  improvement  is  maintained  and  that  the  whole 
of  the  works  is  eventually  fitted  with  an  efficient  dust  arrestor. 

H.M.  Alkali  Inspector  has  agreed  to  make  further  joint  visits. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFEDTION, 

Only  two  cases  of  vermin  infestation  occurred  during  the  year. 

Disinfection  of  premises  after  infectious  disease  is  now  orily  carried  out 
on  request,  there  being  none  during  this  year. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  fifteen  schools  in  the  district,  including  three  at  Storyhurst 
College. 

All  the  schools  in  the  area  are  now  provided  with  water  closets  with 
connections  either  to  the  sewer  or  septic  tank. 

A gradual  improvement  has  taicen  place  in  the  washing  facilities  for  schools, 
but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement;  it  being  essential  that  sanitary 
facilities  be  as  near  perfection  as  possible,  as  it  is  during  school  life  that 
a child  can  be  trained  and  guided  into  forming  good  habits. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Education  A.uthority  the  preparation  of  specifications 
and  submitting  of  tenders  for  v/orks  costing  under  £300  is  imdertaken  by  the 
Department  together  v/ith  the  inspection  of  the  work  whilst  in  progress  and  on 
completion.

RODENT  CONTROL, 


The  Council  employs  a full  time  Rodent  Operative  for  inspection  and  treatment 
wo  lies. 

Properties  and  land  in  the  district  are  continually  investigated  for 
infestation.  Infested  dwellinghouses  are  treated  free,  and  business  premises 
treated  on  repayment  at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  occupier. 

Public  sewers  were  test  baited  and  treated  dxaring  the  year  in  accordance 
with  Ministiy  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  requirements.  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  and  tips  were  regularly  treated  as  they  form  the  principal  reservoir 
of  infestation  in  the  district. 

PETROL  LICENCES.

B.  SCAVENGING  SERVICES. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  MW  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  operate  two  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  for  the 
collection  of  refuse  and  nightsoil. 

Collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  weekly  from  15O  properties  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  district.  The  collection  is  completed  in  two  days  each  week, 
the  nightsoil  being  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  pail  closets  the  Council  makes  a grant 
available  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  to  W.C's.  with  connections  to  the  sewer 
where  possible  or  otherwise  septic  tanks.  The  grant  is  hailf  the  cost  with  a 
maximum  of  £15. 

Ail  refuse  bins  are  emptied  every  two  weeks.  An  additional  service  of 
en^tying  refuse  from  Hotels  and  Cafes  once  a week  is  undertaken.  The  scheme 
operates  very  suiccessfully  and  time  is  available  to  allow  the  men  to  maintain 
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the  refuse  tips,  where  partial  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  in  good  order. 

The  tips  are  situated  at  Hurst  Green,  Yi/halley,  Chathum  and  Chipping. 
LITTER. 


Publicity  material  obtained  f3rom  the  Central  Office  of  Information  was 
distributed  and  displayed  throughout  the  district,  particularly  at  holiday  times, 
in  an  effort  to  make  the  public  litter  conscious. 

Extra  litter  baskets  were  purchased  and  placed  in  the  villages  where  the 
need  is  greatest. 

The  litter  baskets  are  enptied  together  with  the  normal  refuse  collection 
service. 


C.  HOUSING. 

Duidng  1958  a review  of  the  96  Class  4 and  5 houses  within  the  District 
took  place.  All  ovmers  of  the  Class  4 and  5 properties  were  vnritten  to  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  and  the  resurvey  of  the  position  was  completed  in 
December,  The  position  at  the  year  end  being

The  suigmary  shows  that  some  progress  has  been  made  with  50  houses,  but 
no  progress  has  been  made  with  46.  The  owners  of  these  houses  are  now  being 
pressed  to  carry  out  their  obligations  and  at  the  same  time  their  attention 
called  to  the  provision  of  the  Housing  Act  whereby  the  Council  may  make  a grant 
towards  the  iir^rovement  of  hoxises. 

The  Council's  policy  to  carry  out  Operation  Rescue  rather  than  the 
condemnation  of  country  cottages  makes  housing  inspection  work  much  more 
interesting  for  the  inspector  in  that  many  discussions  take  place  on  how 
property  can  best  be  improved,  each  and  every  house  having  different  problems. 
There  is  some  satisfaction  in  having  rescued  a house  from  being  pulled  down, 
and  providing  good  accommodation  for  many  years  to  come. 

After  maiy  years  standstill  in  the  repair  and  improvement  of  property 
there  has  been  a tendency  during  1958  to  renovate  reasonably  good  houses 
throughout  the  district.  The  Rent  Act  may  have  been  the  cause  for  the  work 
being  done, 

UTBOYmsm  GRANTS  - HOUSING  ACTS.  1949  - 54. 

Since  the  implication  of  Section  20,  Housing  Acts  1949  - 54,  59  applications 
for  improvement  grants  have  so  far  been  approved.  Many  more  enquiries  have  been 
received  during  that  period.  5 improvement  grants  were  made  in  1954,  8 in  1955, 

5 in  1956,  13  in  1957,  and  10  in  1958, 

The  policy  of  the  Council  is  to  encourage  applications  fron  owners  of 
Class  TV  and  V properties,  capable  of  repair  and  improvement,  to  improve  the 
property  by  mesns  of  an  improvement  grant.  The  majority  of  applications  so  far 
received  have  been  for  owner/occupied  houses. 

The  Coiincil  makes  a 50^  grant  towards  the  improvement  of  all  Class  XV  and 
V properties  and  for  conversion  of  other  bmldings  into  houses,  a 2.^%  grant 
being  made  in  suitable  cases  to  Class  III  properties.

D.  INSPECTION  -AND  SUFERVISIQN  OF  FOOD. 
SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  HYGIENE. 


During  1956  letters  were  sent  to  all  proprietors  of  food  premises  together 
with  a Guide  to  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  Ifygiene  Regulations,  1955.  These 
Regulations  lay  down  requirements  in  respect  of  the  cleanliness  of  food,  premises, 
stalls,  apparatus  and  equipment;  the  hygienic  handling  of  food;  the  cleanliness 
of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food,  and  of  their  clothing;  the 
construction,  repair  and  maintenance  of  food  premises,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc. 

All  the  provisions  must  be  complied  with  in  relation  to  all  premises  where  a 
food  business  is  carried  on. 

During  1958,  109  visits  of  inspection  took  place,  aind  the  many  discussions 
with  traders  regarding  the  RegilLations  took  up  some  considerable  time,  Mary 
traders  it  was  found  had  already  complied  with  the  Regulations,  others  had  to 
be  persuaded  into  bringing  their  premises  up  to  the  required  standard.  A few 
are  still  not  up  to  the  necessary  standard. 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  1938  Pood  & Drugs  Act  in  respect  of 
the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Pood  for  Sale,  and  Sale  of  Pood  in  the 
Open  Air,  are  in  force  in  the  Rural  District. 

Under  Section  1A  of  the  Pood  & Drugs  Act,  6 premises  are  registered  for 
the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled,  or 
preserved  meat  foods  intended  for  sale. 

ICE  CREAM. 


A premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  and  15  for  the 
sale  of  Ice  Cream, 

9 samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  frequent  inspections 
of  premises  were  made,  and  instructions  and  advice  given  to  persons  engaged  in 
the  manuf act-ure . 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  responsibility  for  control  and  s\:^ervision  of  milk  production  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Ministry  cf  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood,  with  the  local 
authori-ty  responsible  only  for  the  distribution  of  milk.

Following  report  of  a case  of  Undulant  Fever  in  an  adjoining  area  arising 
from  the  possible  consumption  of  infected  milk  from  this  district  extensive 
sampling  was  carried  out  and  the  irfected  herd  located.  Brucella  Abortus  was 
isolated  fron  the  milk  of  7 cows  from  this  herd  and  the  entire  supply  was 
diverted  for  pasteurisation,  94  milk  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Preston 
Laboratory  during  this  investigation. 


A further  20  sauries  were  submitted  during  investigating  another  suspected 
herd  later  in  the  year, without  a positive  cultijre  result. 

During  the  latter  months  of  1958  routine  milk  samples  were  also  submitted 
to  the  Milk  Ring  Test  and  several  positive  results  obtained. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


Four  private  slaughterhouses  are  in  operation  in  the  district.  One  at 
Chipping  where  the  local  butcher  kills  on  average  1 beast  and  2 sheep  per  week, 
and  tsvo  at  '.Thalley  for  private  butchers  v/here  they  normally  kill  one  or  two 
cattle  and  up  to  twelve  sheep  per  week,  with  occasional  pigs.  The  lli/halley 
slavighterhouses  require  to  be  visited  2 or  3 times  per  week.  The  other  remaining 
licensed  slaughterhouse  is  the  Co-operative  Vi/holesale  Society  at  Shaw  House, 
IfVhalley,  where  attendance  is  required  on  two  full  days,  with  daily  visits  the 
remainder  of  the  week,  including  Sunday.  The  Sunday  slaughtering  has  proved 
a problem,  and  on  Sundays  as  well  as  Bank  Holidays  meat  inspection  had  to  be 
carried  out.  It  is  thought  that  there  are  sufficient  week  days  .without  the 
necessity  of  Sunday  slaughtering,  which  creates  ijnnecessary  overtime. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  sheep  which  were  slaughtered  principally  on 
Sunday  afternoons,  and  1 heifer  at  Chipping,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain 
almost  a 100^  inspection  service  which  reflects  well  on  the  work  of  the 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,
